Claim 1 (Currently Amended) A method of treating disturbances in iron distribution in a patient 
suffering from heart disease comprising adrninistering to a patient suffering from heart disease 
and disturbances in iron distribution, an amount of human erythropoietin protein having the 
amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 sufficient to treat [alleviate] said disturbances in iron 
distribution without administering iron.
